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REMARKS 

Claims 1-4, 7-16, 21-38, 43-48, 51-53, 58-61, 64-72 and 76-78 are pending. In the 
Advisory Action Dated April 20 2006, it was stated in the continuation sheet (PTOL-303) 
that - The Amended Claims add a new limitations "provisioning fewer than the plurality of 
5 circuits" which requires additional search; therefore, raises new issues. —

Amended indepedent claim 45: The complained of language was present in canceled 
claim 50, indicated to be allowble in first office action dated 4 Nov 2005 

Amended indepedent claim 53: The complained of language was present in canceled 
20 claim 56, indicated to be allowble in first office action dated 4 Nov 2005 

Amended indepedent claim 59: The complained of language was present in canceled 
claim 63, which is an intervening claim to claim 64, indicated to be allowble in firstoffice 
action dated 4 Nov 2005 

Amended indepedent claim 72: The complained of language was present in canceled 
25 claim 75, indicated to be allowble in first office action dated 4 Nov 2005
